■P"  TENURE  OF  OFFICE. 

The  versatility  of  the  American  people  ; 
their  general  adaptibility  to  whatever  con¬ 
ditions  ;  tlieir  willingness  to  enter  upon 
new  spheres  of  life  and  unaccustomed  vo¬ 
cations;  and  the  readiness  with  which 
they  assume  a  new  rOle  of  trust  and  respon¬ 
sibility  ;  have  cot  only  astonished  the  ap 
atbetic  and  stolid  peoples  of  Europe  and 
the  East,  but  have  also  excited  the  admirm- 
tiou  and  aroused  the  ambition  of  their 
philosophers  and  statesman.  There  is  an 
doubt  that  the  example  of  our  universal 
gen  ins  and  the  presence  of  the  cosmopoli¬ 
tan  and  communicative  yankee  in  every 
part  of  the  world,  have  exerted  a  powerful 
influence  ior  the  regeneration  of  the  effSte 
nations  of  the  Old  World,  They  are 
already  starting  in  the  race  and  rivalry  for 
supremacy,  with  some  advantages  of  fixed¬ 
ness  of  habit,  persistence  of  purpose, 
knowledge  of  the  elements  and  patience  of 
the  results.  In  equitable  law  and  consti¬ 
tutional  government|the  perple  have,  every 
now  and  then,  obtained  concerns U>na  that 
aaitur  well  for  the  progress  of  liberal  ideas 
and  the  practice  of  liberal  prineip  es,  in 
other  lands. 

Without  stopping  to  contrast  with  others 
our  own  social  condition,  unequalled  ma¬ 
terial  advantages  and  universal  freedom, 
etc.,  we  proceed  to  consider  the  queftion 
Darned  at  the  head  of  this  article — the 
TK1TUHH  OF  OFFICE. 

Uni  venal  elegibility  to  citizenship  here 
with  lta  attendent  suffrage,  interests  every¬ 
body  is  ail  aoblic  measures  and  political 
questions;  and,  as  a  consequence,  begets 
aspiration  for  office  in'  the  breasts  of  three- 
quarters  of  the  men  throughout  the  coon 
try.  All  of  them  deem  themselves  quali¬ 
fied,  of  course,  and  are  disappointed  if 
their  abilities  and  their  menu,  and  their 
permanent  claims,  are  not  recognized  and 
rewarded  by  'appointment.  Expediency 
for  influence  sake,  availability,  for  the 
votes  he  will  command,  are  all-prevailing 
reasons  why  this  or  that  man  should  re¬ 
ceive  executive  favor  or  the  suffrage  of  his 
fellow  citizens. 

Occasionally  a  choice  man  gets  in¬ 
to  office,  but  in  a  majority  of  instances  un¬ 
worthy  and  mercenary  men  obtain  place 
and  power,  and  abuse  confidence  and  priv- 
liege. 

In  this  country,  no  civil  officers,  but  tin- 
judges  of  our  highest  courts,  are  Installed 
for  an  undefined  period  ;  and  very  few  are 
retained  in  office  beyond  the  period  for 
which  they  ware  elected  or  appointed.  Of 
course  some  are  re-elected,  but  many  are 
superseded  for  no  other  fault,  by  the  time, 
or  before  they  have  wall  mastered  the  dif 
Acuities  of  their  position  and  learned  bj 
experience  how  to  perform  their  dutiee  and 
run  the  offices  with  wise  -economy,  safety 
and  efficiency.  They  are  removed  to  make 
room  for  others,  who  are  to  go  through  thr 
same  course  of  expensive  training,  waste¬ 
ful  extravagance  and  ignoiant  Inefficiency. 

When  a  public  officer  haa  “  learned  thr 
ropes"  and  how  to  handle  them  himself; 
and  known  whan  and  what  to  direct  his 
auourdinate*  to  do ;  and  haa  proved  his  In¬ 
dustry,  teal  and  fidelity  ;  bis  masters, 
whether  they  be  the  President,  and  Senate, 
the  civil  executive,  or  the  suffrage  constit¬ 
uency,  should  hate  the  wfbdom  and  inde¬ 
pendence  to  return  such  an  one  to  hia 
functions,  and  to  continue  him  there  ee 
long  as  be  la  manifestly  entitled  to  confl 
deuce  and  approval. 

This,  it  seeme  to  aa,  should  apply  to  all 
offlooa,  the  highest  aa  well  aa  the  lowest, 
whatever  their  responsibility.  Indeed,  the 
more  elevated  or  difficult  the  position,  thr 
more  valuable  the  trust,  the  more  compre¬ 
hensive  the  functions,  the  more  weighty 
the  rrspouaiMUty  it  involves,  the  mors  un¬ 
wise  and  oovwaoonable  would  it  be  to  aoc- 
rilioe  tbe  great  advantage  tbs  occupant  haa 
gained  by  snob  new  day’s  experience.  The 
countryman  not  afford  la  foo*  this  accumu¬ 
lator!  knowledge  and  this  dually  acquired 
facility  lu  th»  oversight  and  management 
of  l|a  ifkott  important  affairs.

NEWARK  CITY  ELECTION. 

MOT  OMINOUS. 

The  ie»ult  of  Tuesday’s  election  in  the 
City  of  Newark,  ie  known  to  our  readers, 
Never  before,  we  understand,  did  an  elect¬ 
ion  in  that  city  pass  of!  more  quietly. 
There  was  hardly  any  excitement  visible, 
and  although  each  Ward  had  its  comple¬ 
ment  of  ticket  distributer*,  but  few  were 
taken  from  their  hand*.  Most  of  the  vo¬ 
ters  came  to  tbe  polls  with  tbeir  tickets 
prepar-  d.  and  seldom  has  there  been  such 
scratching  done  as  on  this  occasion.  Peo¬ 
ple  seemed  to  ignore  party  tie*  altogether, 
and  made  their  selections  from  the  re¬ 
spective  tickets  to  suit  themselves. 

The  Democratic  press  of  the  City  are 
jubilant  at  their  successes,  but  it  can  by 
no  means  tie  called  a  party  victory. 
They  consider  that  it  presages  the  defeat 
of  the  Republican  County  and  State  tick¬ 
et  in  November.  The  resujt  of  Tuesday  as 
we  well  know,  is  no  test  of  the  relative 
strength  of  tbe  two  parties.  There  are 
matters  that  enter  into  a  municipal  election 
in  Newark,  that  have  not  the  most  remote 
connection  with  the  subsequent  County 
and  State  elections,  Tbe  cause  of  the 
defeat  of  Republican  candidates  fox 
Aldermen  in  some  of  the  wards  in  New¬ 
ark,  would  occupy  too  much  space  in 
our  paper  to  enumerate.  One  of  the 
primary  causes  was  a  wide-spread  feel¬ 
ing  that  the  municipal  administration 
would  be  improved  by  new  men.  There 
was  a  feeling  that  a  few  men  bad  held  an 
autocratic  away,  and  that  they  should  be 
rebuked.  Another  difficulty  waa  the  ab 
««nce  of  harmony  in  some  of  the  Ward 
nominations  growing  out  of  the  unusual 
oumlierof  aspirants  for  office.  And  then 
tbe  anti-Sunday,  anti-temperance  organi¬ 
zation  in  tome  two  or  three  of  tbe  Wards, 
emharassed  the  contest,  introducing  an 
element  of  discord  prejudicial  to  the  Re¬ 
publicans — and  turtbar  and  most  import¬ 
ant  of  all,  the  Democratic  organization 
was  in  more  perfect  working  order  than  for 
years  before. 

But  our  Democratic  friends  have  no 
grounds  for  exultation  over  a  little  seeming 
gain  in  a  mere  local  municipal  election 
where  partisan  questions  are  not  at  all  moot¬ 
ed.  Neither  have  Republicans  any  reason 
for  disheartenment,  even  in  Newark,  but, 
if  any  are  *xercised  with  any  trepidation 
in  regard  to  November,  we  are  not  of  the 
number,  but  It  win  be  well  for  them  to 
take  counsel  of  their  feara  and  for  all  of  ns 
to  be  admonished  by  this  weeks  experience 
that  “eternal  tigUanee  ie  the  pr toe  of  liberty. n 
and  we  cannot  be  safe  If  we  fold  our  bands 
to  sleep.  If  the  Republican  party  expects 
to  meintidn  lta  well-acquired  supremacy, 
ifVill  be  well  for  every  man  to  be  at  hia 
post  and  wide-awake,  and  be  must  be  ready 
ta  work  ior  the  cause,  our  motto  should  be 
The  Hepublien*  port*  expects  rrrry  man  to 
do  hie  duty.

The  roof  is 
supported  by  46  columns  of  cut  sand  atone, 
and  from  these  U  sprung  an  unbroken  arch 
which  riaea  to  a  height  of  over  66  teet  Irom 
the  floor.  The  organ,  the  second  largest 
in  America,  shows  superior  workmanship. 
Tbe  Scalaafe  of  the  plainest  order  without 
cushions.  There  ia  nothiug  except  the 
massive  orgau  to  remove  the  appearance  of 
unadorned  simplicity  in  this,  their  house  of 
worship.  The  temple  adjoining,  now  un¬ 
der  construction,  will,  when  completed,  be 
one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  ihe  Untied 
States.  From  the  dimensions,  99  by  186$ 
feet,  one  can  readily  perceive  that  it  "Will 
assume  oo  mean  proportions.  Since  the 
completion  of  (he  Union  Pacific  railroad 
and  the  advent  uf  a  mixed  Gentile  popula¬ 
tion,  a  great  change  haa  come  over  tbe 
spirit  of  Mortnondom.  No  longer  can 
Brigham  Young,  President  and  leading  el 
der,  exercise  that  oourtraining  and  restrain¬ 
ing  power  that  ba  did  when  his  little  set¬ 
tlement  was  secluded  from  all  outside  io- 
fluences.  At  73  be  ia  atill  bale  and  hearty, 
and  bids  fair  atill  to  outlive  many  of  hi* 
disciples,  who  commenced  tbe  journey  of 
life  when  he  was  well  along  on  its  sands, 
ills  vast  wealth  and  spirit  of  progress  and 
improvement,  give  him  a  power  which  be 
haa  used  and  ia  using  with  marked  ability. 
Mormondom  will  lose  its  vitality  when  he 
is  missed  from  their  ranks,  as  circumstan 
ccs  are  combining  and  new  influences  are 
daily  being  brought  to  bear  to  wipe  out 
from  our  fair  escutcheon,  this  blot  that  has 
existed  for  so  msny  long  year*.  In  conver¬ 
sation  wtlh  ont  of  their  leadets  I  waa  sur 
prised  to  hear  him  confess  to  n  liberality 
of  view,  such  as  would  not  have  bean  tnl 
orated  for  an  instant  a  few  yeara  ago:*'  8  'id 
he:  “I  believe  in  the  Moruiot  creed  and  in 
tbeir  principles  of  Government.  ’That  all 
men  should  be  placed  on  an  equality  before 
God.  you  will  agree  with  me.  ‘That  we 
do  right  ia  connection  with  oar  religious 
worship  at  least  on  one  Sunday  of  the 
month,  to  explain  to  the  farmer*  through¬ 
out  the  regions,  tbe  beat  plana,  methods, 
etc.,  to  be  adopted  in  planting,  cultivating, 
rearing  and  gathering  their  crops,  I  am  sat¬ 
isfied.  ‘That  in  the  accomplishment  of 
specific  objects  we  should  unite  as  one 
man,  it  a  part  of  our  Christian  doctrine." 

‘  Quite  right,  my  friend,”  I  replied,  “bni 
•>ne  of  the  most  salient  points  of  your  pro 
feasion  yon  have  scarcely  touched  upon. 
Are  to*  conscientious  ia  becoming  the  hus¬ 
band  of  mors  than  one  wifef  Busying 
himself  in  (bought  for  a  few  minutes  he  re¬ 
plied,  “friend,  that  ia  my  great  atuutWmg 
block.  Thera  are  many  atnoog  us  who  are 
ufiected  toward  this  subject  as  I  am.  I 
have  as  fine  a  little  wife  as  ever  walked 
this  earth,  our  happy  home  lias  been  bless¬ 
ed  l>y  the  addition  of  three  merrv  little 
faces.”  Turning  to  a  lovely  child  of  per¬ 
haps  five  summers  he  continued,  “this  is 
my  oldest,  do  you  think  I  could  bring  an¬ 
other  in  this  household  to  divide  my  af 
lections.  No,  I  cannot  bring  this  unhnp 
pi aess  upon  her  who  has  conferred  so  tirh 
a  blessing  upon  me  as  liecoming  mv  wife 
and  the  mother  of  these,  my  darlings 
Others  may  be,  and  no  doubt  are  conscien- 
toua  in  adding  to  their  household  from 
time  to  time  a  young  wife,  but  I  prefer  to 
remain  the  hnthand  of  one  wife.”  Such 
leaven  as  this  is  already  at  work  in  tbe 
Mormon  mass,  and  will  show  its  results  in 
the  future  year*.  Let  us  hope  with  our 
Mormon  friend  that  the  day  ia  not  tar  dis¬ 
tant,  when  the  better  features  of  tbeir 
worship  may  be  relieved  from  their  grosser 
elements  and  become  the  ennobling  princi¬ 
ples  that  elevste  into  a  wider  sod  more  ex¬ 
tended  plain  ol  influendo  ail  tboae  who  will 
adopt  them  as  their  own.

THE  MORMONS. 

Whatever  may  be  said  uf  tbe  Mormons 
or  their  creed,  I  do  not  think  they  can  just¬ 
ly  be  accused  of  the  sin  of  h  x  ness.  There 
are  bat  few  drome  in  the  busy  hive.  Tbeir 
neat  cottages,  their  carefully  cultivated 
fields,  their  orchards  groaning  under  their 
weight  of  ft  nit.  the  well  arranged  and  laid 
out  town*  and  cities,  with  commodious 
public  buildings,  all  show  a  development 
of  energy  and  enterprise,  snd  a  plan  uf  ac¬ 
tion  that  has  been  carried  into  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  the  smallest  details. 

Bait  Lake  City,  the  great  centre  oi  the 
Mormon  settlement  ia  reached  from  Ogden 
by  the  Utah  Central  Railroad,  a  little  spur 
thirty  six  mile*  in  length,  to  the  south. — 
Much  of  the  country  along  the  line  of  'his 
road  has  been  reclaimed  from  tbe  wild  bar¬ 
ren  de  ert  region  surrounding  it,  by  irriga¬ 
tion.  Ditches  many  miles  In  length  are 
constructed,  terminating  at  oue  end  in  a 
mouataiu  ravine,  where  water  from  the 
melting  snow  is  obtsiued  far  Into  the  het 
summer  moutos;  at  the  other,  amid  heavi 
ly  burdened  groves  of  peach,  apple  or  pear 
trees,  or  fields  ul  waving  graiu.  The  com¬ 
mencement  ol  the  rainy  reason,  before  tha 
encroachments  ot  winter,  is  the  signs!  for 
the  rowing  of  wheat  snd  breaking  up  of 
ground  preparatory  to  an  early  planting  oi 
oatanriwrn  in  the  Bpring.  Tbe  season  of 
grain  or  fruit  development  ia  very  short, 
a  sudden  change  of  temperature  in  tbe 
early  Fall,  destroying  a  total  crop  of  com, 
hence  it  is  not  cultivated  to  any  great  ex¬ 
tent.  When  the  supply  of  water  uegins  to 
cease,  owing  to  tbe  rapid  disappearance 
ot  tbe  mountain  snow,  a  commissioner,  or 
superintendent  ia  appointed  to  see  to  the 
careful  distribution  so  that  all  may  be  serv 
ed  in  tarn.  Ia  this  way  trees  and  ncceasa 
ry  grains  are  kept  alive.  Tbe  position  is  a 
very  difficult  one  to  fill  to  tbe  satisfaction 
of  every  farmer  in  tbe  community'  but  tbe 
commissioner's  word  is  law,  and  by  a  strict 
enforcement  of  just  decisions,  much  quar¬ 
reling  mad  unpleasantness  ia  avoidsd. 

For  the  last  twenty  miles  of  onr  journey 
we  skirt  along  tha  eastern  edge  of  tbe 
Great  Salt  Lake.  So  heavy  ia  the  water 
saturated  with  a  multitude  of  chemical 
salts  in  solution,  that  H  seems  almost  im¬ 
possible  for  a  bather  to  link,  and  a  diver 
rises  to  the  surface  and  swims  with  the 
greatest  east  In  tha  neighborhood  of  this 
lake,  mineral  aprings  era  very  abundant, 
and  almost  miraculous  are  tha  various  cures 
that  have  resulted  horn  s  short  us*  of  these 
Wonderful  restorers  of  exhausted  aature. 
As  wa  enter  the  suburbs  of  tha  city  (Balt 
Lake)  we  note  the  contrast  Irom  the  heated 
plains  to  this  land  of  groves.  One  look* 
down  upon  one  of  ihe^most  beautiful  and 
pleasantly  located  retreats  that  tbe  Weal 
affords.  The  rough  and  broken  peaks  of 
the  lofty  Wabsatch  range  shut  off  tbe  view 
to  tbe  east,  hut  from  a  gaxlng  field  upon 
whose  beauties  tbe  travelers  eye*  fern 
again  and  again,  great  masses  of  snow  in  a 
multitude  ol  mountain  gorges  defy  tbe 
In-ated  rays  of  a  summers  sun,  and  accumu¬ 
late  la  winter  the  flakes  of  treasure  which 
era  doled  out  to  the  miner  or  prospretpr, 
ia  amounts  tri  *oit  hia  oonvantenoe,  to  aid 
him  in  robbing  mother  earth  of  her  wealth 
oi  gold  and  diver.  Tha  streets  of  thh 
model  city  sre  bordered  with  a  row  of 
shade  trees  on  either  sida,  aboat  the  roots 
of  which  a  stream  of  water  ia  Constantly 
running.  These  streets  sre  wide,  some  of 
them  being  over  one  hundred  last  in  width 
and  all  laid  out  al  right  angles.  Binoa  the 
discovery  of  the  rich  silver  districts  a  short 
distance  to  the  smith,  tbs  population  haa 
grown  from  8,^00  to  over  20,000.  This  la 
tbe  center  of  the  Narrow  Gangs  railroad 
aystetn  of  Utah,  which  ia  branching  out  in 
every  direction  to  at!  parte  of  the  territory 
The  rapidity  with  which  this  country  la 
being  developed  la  Duly  wonderful.  Tha 
fMhflnh  la  of  cool  and  Iron  ia  the  northern 
added  n  new  feature  to  the  in.
